be cleaned by washing, the. decora- 
tions can be supplied at the time of 
manufacture and will never need re- 
newing, and 't will never need paint- 
ing. Stuch’a ship could be “washed 
up” like a ‘china cup. 
Porcelain is practizally everiasting. 
Tiles at Nankin four thousard years 
old are as £000 as new. If a ship's 
hull’ had to be. scrapped the porce- 
lain could be takeh out and used for 
another vessel. In addition, fire risks 
would be redsce. to a minimum and 
fire insurance premiums reduced.

What Makes the Crest on the Wave? 

When the wiid blows over the sea 
it forms .waves that follow on in the 
cirection of the wind. The water in 
the waves themselves moves really 
uy and down anj dcwn and backwards 
‘eed forwards with a very slight move 
ment in a forward direction. The 
stronger the wind that makes the 
waves, the higher will the crest on 
the waves be, the deeper the ho lows 
between them, the greater their 'ength 
and the faster will they move fx- 
ward. The crest is formed by the ac- 
tion of the wird oa the mass of the 
wave when th2 wave ceases to move 
forward. The movement of the wave 
is quite apart from the movement of 
the whole mass of water, as we may 
see On the surface of a river when tne 
wind is blowihg against the direction 
of the stream. In that case the wind, 
will form wav%s in its own direction.

OUR NORTHERN WATER-POWERS 


In Norway, Under Similar Conditions, 

Million and a Half Horse-power 

is Developed 

The statement is sometimes made 
by the uninitiated that the water- 
powers north of the settled parts of 
our Dominioa are of little value. The 
existence of numcrous falls and rapids 
in these parts is not denied, but the 
argument is advanced that the temper- 
ature and other climatic conditions ex- 
isting where these falls and rapids are 
situated will prevent their utilization. 
As a direct contradiction to the above 
assertion, we need only turn to Nor- 
way, the latitud@¢of which is, about 
the same as that of the Yukon, and 
where climatic conditions are similar 
to those of Northern Canada. In size, 
Norway ts only slightly larger than 
our Maritime Provinces, and yet we 
find there water-power plantg with a 
tctal capacity of over 1,500,000 horse- 
power, either in actual operation or in 
course of construction. Hydro-electric 
stations of cousiderable size have 
been constructed in different parts of 
that country. Many of the smajer 
ores have veen erected for munici)al 
use, but the- larger ones are for tne 
electro-chemical industry. in which a 
main factor of success is theap and 
plentiful electric power.—L. G. D., in 
Conservation.

When war was declared on Aug- 


ust 4th the people in this country 
were panic stricken. Symptonis 
of what could be described as an 
acute attack of economic neuras- 
thenia fastened onto the people to 
such an extent that business for 
the time being was forgotten. 
“And darkness was upon the face 
of the earth” 

Economic ills, like many phys- 
ical ailments, are inore or less the 
result of imagination, the chief 


function of which is crossing 


bridges before they are reached. 
This, in substance, is what hap. 


pened to the people of this coun- 
try. However, time healeth many 


wounds, both real and imaginary 
ones, 


Several wecks have passed, aud 
common sense has reasserted itself. 
These ill effects are now wearing 
off and are being gradually re- 
placed by a wave of optimism 
which is sweeping the country and 
embedding itself in the hearts of 
the people, ‘They have decided to 
surrender fo neither panic nor to 
premature jubilation, and are now 
looking after iheir business more 
composedly and more cheerfully. 
They can now see in this war 
something they could not see be- 
fore, namely. Canada’s salvation; 
for the war must bring an almost 
immediate benefit to this couutry 
from coast to coast. 


In the early days of the outbreak 
of hostilities, many people held 
the mistaken idea that business 
could not possibly improve uritil 
the war was over. This opinion 
was as childish as it was illogical. 
For the sake of argument, let us 
suppcese the war will lust ten years. 
Are we to sit down, take it easy 
and perhaps starve in the mean. 
time? The answer is obvious. 

Let us see why we shall not have 
to wait for prosperity until the war 
is over,and where the immediate 
benefits come in. As a result of 
the war we know that the farmers 
will be getting higher prices for 
their crops. This fact will act as

BRITAIN’S ANSWER TO GER- 
MAN CHANCELLOR. 


London, Sept. 18.—The official 

press bureau announces that the 
following statement is issued 
with the authority of Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, secretary of state for 
foreign be Soe with regard: to 
the communication made by. Dr. 
Von Bethmain-Hollweg, the im- 
perial German chancellor: 
+ “Does - anyone: believe,” asks 
the German chaiicelfor, ’ “that 
England would have interfered 
to protect Belgian against 
France?”’ 

The answer is, she would un- 
questionably have done so. Sir 
Edward Grey, as reported in the 
white paper, asked the govern- 
ment whether it was prepared to 
engage to respect the neutrality 
of Belgium ‘so long’as no other 
power. violated it. 


“The> French government’ ‘re-| fu 


plied that they yery vresolved to 
respect it, assurance, it 
was added, has been given sever- 
al. times ‘and had-formed the sub- 
ject of a conversation between 
President Poinacre and the Ger- 
man chancellor, who entirely ig- 
nores the fact that England took 


the same line about Belgian neu- 
trality in 1870 that she has 
taken now. 

“Tn 1870, Prince Bismarck, 


when approached by Engtand on 
the subject, admitted and re- 
spected the treaty obligations in 
relation to Belgium. 


“The British government 
stands in 1914 as it stood in 
1870. It is Herr’ Von Bethmann- 


Holl who refused to meet us 
in 1914 as Prince Bismarck met 
us in 1870. 

‘‘The imperial chancellor finds 
it strange that Mr. Asqpith in 
his. Guild Hall speech did not 
mention The neutrality of the 
Scandinavian countries afid sug- 
gest that the reason for t 
omission was some sinister de- 
sign on England’s part. 

‘It is impossible for any pub- 
lic speaker to cover the whole 
ground in each speech. The Ger- 
man chancellor’s reference to 
Denmark and other Scandinavéan 
ceuntries can hardly .be consider- 
ed very tactful with regard to 
Denmark. The Danes are not 
likely to have forgotten,” 

The Danes are not likely to 
have forgotten the part shaved 
by Prussia and England respect- 
ively in 1863 and ‘1864, when the 
Kingdom of Denmark was dis- 
membered, and the integrity of

‘With regard to the matter of 
treaty obligations generally, the 
chancellor excuses the breach of 
Belgium’s neutrality by military 
necessity, at the same time mak- 
ing a virtue of having respected 
the neutrality of Holland. and 
Switzerland and saying that it 
does not enter his head to touch 
the neutrality of the Scandinawi- 
an countries—a virtue which ad- 
mittedly i8 only practised in the 
absence of temptation from self- 
interest and mikitary advantage 
does not seem greatly worth 
yaunting.

‘The child’s. wrists and ankles 
Were bandaged as if the frightful 
lias had been inflictéd recent- 
"Details of the shooting down of 
a Jesuit priest of Louvain were 
told to an American courtier by 
another priest, who had’ witness- 
ed the affair. 

It appears that the Jesuit kept 
a diary, in which he had written 
the following commentary on the 
sacking of the Louvain library: 
“Vandalism worthy of Attila 
himself.”” According to the oth- 
er priest’s story, the German of- 
ficers forced the offender to read 
the words aloud. Then they 
marked a cross of chalk on the 
back of his cossack as a target, 
an! sent a dozen bullets into his 
back, This happéned, it is said, 
in the presence of twenty other 
Louvain priests.

Bars of metal four inches square |

These rods, ..hich are formed into 
coils as they pass through the ro.ls, 
are dipped ix ecid baths to remove 
loose scale and provide a lubricant 
for Grawing rawing consists of 
pulling rods while cold through boles 
of gradually increasing diameter drill- 
ed in steel plates During this pro- 
cess the particles of metal become 
elongated and strained, making the 
wire harder aud more brittle.

--the Royal Military College at Kings- 
ten. Mr. Weller was born at Co- 
bourg on February 13, 1862. At the 
age of twenty-one he was assistant 
engineer onthe Trent Canal; from 
1888 to 1900 he was connected with 
the St. Lawrence Canal system; and 
from 1900 to 1912 superintendent of 
the Welland Canal. When the seri- 
ous break occurreein the Cornwall 
Canal in 1908, Mr. Weller was called 
from St. Catharines to take charge of 
the work.

The right ot tlhe federal govern- 
ment to exprop-ciate such lands by pur- 
chase hinged vn the power of promot- 
ing navigstion, given by the constitu- 
tion. In Canada the Dominon govern- 
met was also «ven the regulation of 
navigation by the British North Am->- 
ica Act of 1867, and it has been sug- 
gested that, in these parts of eastern 
Canada where wasto water-sheds 
clearly exert a detrimental influence 
on the navigability of rivers, the Do 
minion government should. co-operate 
with the proyincial governments in 
there establishing and conserving for- 
est growth. Such a water-shed is that 
of the Trent river, where, according to 


|a report lately issued by the commis- 


sion of conservation, as the result of 
repeated fires, about 150,000 acres are 
practically desert land. The Trent val- 
ley canal which passes through tais 
region, has alr2ady ccst the Domin- 
jon government upwards of $10,069,- 
000, and, as above report points out, 
the re-es:ablishment of.a forest cover 
on the deunded watershed for the 
conservation of water-bupplies is one 
of paramount importance to the canal 
The remedy for the many evils follow- 
ing deforestation as pointed out in 
this report if the carrying out of a 
policy of ccuservation under Domin 
jon, provincial or municipal control.

REFORMS PUT INTO EFFECT 


Royal Commission Proposais Accept- 
ed by Department of Justice 

Reforms in the administration of 
the Kingstou penitentiary suggested 
by the commission which made an ex- 
tensive investigation intgsthe subject 
are beng put into effect by the de- 
partment of justice. Any system jn- 
auguratei with Kingston will, of 
course, be applied to the otber penal 
institutions. . 

Convicts at Kingston who used to 
have on Sundays their last meal of 
the day in the early afternoon are to 
have an evening meal. While knives 
are not to be allowed, a new kind of 
spoon and fork will be furnished.

ABSINTHE NOW USED MORE 


Switzerland Produces More of Drink 
Than Any Other Country— 
Ravages in Morocco 


A craze for absinthe is spreading 
ali over the continent and to Eng- 
land. The sal: of absinthe is rigor- 
ously jorbidden in Switzerland. The 


curious thing is that Switzerland is 
the largest producer of absinthe in 
Europe, and every drop jis exported 
under fuil officia! control. The  ab- 
sinthe to be procured surreptitiously 
in the Swiss cafes is smuggled through 
from France. 

In Moroceo the absinthe craze has 
becume so bed that the Sultan has 
prohibited ils manufacture, gale or 
importation. This decree was made 
at the request of General Lyautey, the 
French president in Fez. All travellers 
egree that the effects of drinking ab- 
sjutbhe in Moroeco are appalling. Car- 
avans have been described as laden 
with absinthe, carrying it from the 
coast to the interior

fields hardly though‘ of when the new 
vse of wireless was first conceived 

The lavest ascomplishment is tie 
setting of signals by wireless from a 
moving train or from a fixed wireiess 
station. Foley says that there is no 
Jonger any doubt that the wifeless 
can be depended on for this signal 
service. If a. operator at a staticn, 
he Says, wants to set a Signel for a 
moving train not in communication 
with him he can cause the semaphore 
blade of the signal post to rise or falt 
ac he wishes by simply sounding the 
proper dots ont dashes on his key. 

“Signals can be sent by wireless.” 
said Foley, “as easily and as surely as 
they are now sent by electricity con- 
ducted by wires. We have a selective 
device by which an operator can get 
a signal at any poiut if he has occasion 
to flag a train 

“This means that if any mistakes 
are made in the orders issued to en- 
gineers and conductors, at stations or 
in the case of an emergency in which 
a train must ve stopped to avert an 
accident the station operator can sig- 
nal the train as certainly as if he iad 
direct wire communication with some 
cne on board - 

“Another valuable use to which the 
wireless controlled signals can ba 
put,” said Foley, ‘ds the handling of 
freight traing on long runs. At pres- 
ent a through freight must make many 
stops between its starting point and 
destination, so that orders and in- 
structions concerning right of way 
can be delivered to the conductors 
but these frequent stops are a source 
of expense and delay which will be 
abolished by the wireless telegraph. 

“Keeping trains jn motion for long 
distances without stops will resvlt in 
great economy of operation,”  satd 
Foley. “Railroad operating officials 
know how expensive it is to. start and 
stop heavy freight trains, the addi- 
tional cost of fuel with the attendunt 
pulling out of drawteads and the wear 
and tear of the equipment being no 
inconsiderable items in themselves. 
With direct communication ~—wWwith a 
tvain and the ability to set and release 
signals by wireless, dispatchers can 
keep in touch with conductors and 
make the stops needless. The wireless 
permits the dispatcher to board every 
train and deliver bis instructions as 
surely as if he handed them to ihe 
conductor in a sealed envelope. 

“That the wireless service for ordin- 
ary Operating purposes is no longer 
ar experiment is proved by the fact 
that the Lackawanna hag already de 
pended upon jt when wire communiva- 
tion was cut off. Recently, when a se 
vere storm put all telephone and tle 
graph lines out of commission in tte 
mountain divisior of the Lackawanna 
railroad, all train orders were handlod 
by wireless between Scranton and 
Bingbampton for two hours during 
eg fifty-four orders were transmit- 
ed.” 

“Communication by wireless teie 
graph to and f.om fixed stations with 
moving trains .s no longer an uncer- 
tainty,” Foley said. “Railroads can 
now go ahead and {nstall the service 
without any fear of failure. The ser 
vice can be put into operation withuut 
increasing the train crews.”
